hijacker arm ed with a pistol 
and grenade seized a French 
domestic jetliner 
on takeoff 
from Paris today, wounded a 
stew ardess and forced the 
plane to return to the capital 
where he demanded refueling 
for an undisclosed destination, 
police said. 
The pilot 
told the 
control 
tower the man - - described as 
tall, blonde and about 
45 — 
threatened to kill one of the 
passengers unless a message 
specified by the hijacker was 
read over two radio stations, 
Europe 1 and Radio Monte 
Carlo. 
1 
Contents of the message was 
not im m ediately known. 
Police said a stewardess was 
shot and wounded in the arm 
when she failed to obey the 
hijacker’s instructions auickly 
enough 
The hijacker was armed with 
a pistol and a grenade w hen he 
seized the twin-jet Caravelle 


with 107 persons aboard, police 
said 
The 
hijacker 
allowed 
the 
wounded stewardess and six 
passsengers 
to 
leave 
the 
airlin er when it returned to 
Paris. This left just 100 persons 
aboard — 94 passengers and 6 
crew members. 
Flight 429 of A ir Inter, the 
French domestic airline, had

Airport just southeast of Paris 
at 11:28 a.m. (6:28 a.m . EDT> 
for Lyon, 300 miles southeast of 
Paris.

At the opening of the session,

“The world ought to know we 
were ready to vote last night,” 
Abourezk said. “ We are ready 
to vote today.” 
He said a counter-filibuster 
by Sen. Russell Long, D-La ., “is 
being conducted in behalf of the 
oil and gas industry ... in order 
to increase the gas and oil 
bills.” 
Over and over again during 
the fourth long day of debate 
Thusday, Byrd proposed ways 
the Senate might vote on the 
key issue. And each time there 
was an objection, either from 
Abourezk or Long. 
“Why can’t the senators who 
want to argue stay and work out 
an agreement now while the 
rest of us go home to bed‘>” 
asked Sen. W illiam Scott, RVa ., 
at one point. 
Th e re are two 
p rin cip a l 
proposals pending. The first, by 
Sens. James Pearson, R-Kan., 
and Lloyd 
Bentsen, 
D-Tex., 
would im m ediately lift price 
ceilings on newly discovered 
onshore gas and in five years 
for offshore gas. 
The second, by Byrd and Sen. 
Henry M . Jackson, D-Wash., 
would increase gas prices, but 
retain federal controls. 
Late 
Wednesday 
Abourezk 
and his filibuster partner Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, 
agreed to vote Thursday on the 
Bvrd-Jackson compromise But 
on Thursday, the members who 
want prices deregulated took 
over to continue calling 
up 
amendments and thwarting a 
showdown. 
By nightfall the Senate was 
still far from a solution and at 
one point Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
D-Maine, charged angrily that 
senators opposed to deregula­ 
tion were 
being 
“steam-rol­ 
lered” by the m ajority. 
Metzenbaum and Abourezk 
were willing to vote on the 
Pearson-Bentsen 
amendment 
— but only if the agreement 
gave them the right to try to 
amend it. 
Long said he would be willing 
to vote on it — but only if it was

mitted.

Carter Cites ‘Few’ 
SALT Differences 


W A S H IN G T O N 
(U P I) 
President Carter says only a 
“ relatively small number” of 
differences now exist between 
the United States and Soviet 
Union in the strategic arms 
talks, but they may take "quite 
a long tim e to resolve.” 
At a news conference Thurs­ 
day, C arter also said the United 
States w ill begin to “ meet with 
and work with” the Palestine 
Liberation Organization once it 
acknowledges Israe l’s right to 
exist, but even then he could not 
guarantee the PLO a direct role 
in Middle East peace talks. 
Today 
the 
President 
was 
m eeting 
w ith 
a 
group 
of 
Republican senators to com­ 
plete a series of sessions he has 
had with all the members of 
Congress. 
The 1972 SALT accord, which 
put numerical limits on strate­ 
gic weapons, expires Monday, 
but both sides have said they 
w ill continue to honor it while 
the current talks continue. 
‘‘They 
have 
been 
fa irly 
flexible in their attitude and we 
have 
trie d 
to 
m atch 
that 
co op erative s tan c e,” C a rte r 
said of the Russian negotiators 
“So we are making some 
progress,” he said. “An im ­ 
mediate agreement is not in 
prospect. 
W e’ve 
narrow ed 
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down 
the 
differences 
to 
a 
relatively small number, which 
could take quite a long tim e to 
resolve," 
C arter also dealt with the 
thorny issue of PLO participa­

rocket explosion in two weeks 
and space agency officials 
suspended all launches for a 
complete investigation 
The explosion of the Atlas 
Centaur rocket bearing a high 
capacity Intelsat 4A communi 
cations s a te llite seemed to 
duplicate the destruction of a 
Delta rocket that was lifting a 
European Space Agency com 
mications satellite into orbit 
just 15 days ago 
The N atio n a l A eronautics 
and Space A d m in istratio n , 
which already had suspended 
launches with Delta rockets, 
announced late Thursday night 
a suspension of launches with 
Atlas Centaur rockets pending 
a lull investigation The Delta 
and Atlas Centaur rogkets are 
the only two boosters in use by 
NASA, although the A ir Force 
uses a Titan 3-C for m ilitary 
weapons systems 
A ir F o rce search 
team s 
began sweeping the Atlantic to 
recover pieces of the rocket and 
payload for the investigators 
“ 1 think the two explosions 
were unrelated,” said George 
Page, director of expendable 


vehicles at the Kennedy Space 
Center “And we can’t rule out 
sabotage, but we don’t suspect 
it.” 
The Intelsat 4 A, which can 
handle 6,000 telephone calls and 
two color television channels 
simultaneously, was to orbit 
above the Indian Ocean as part

rated by a 98 nation consortium

According to Andrew Stosan, 
director ol launch vehicles for

Stosan said the Atlas lost 
hydraulic pressure about

A steel industry spokesman 
said Carter’s statement does 
not recognize the American 
steel industry now has little 
money for modernization, most 
of which is being spent for 
pollution controls.

Leg Hold Trap 
Ban Is Opposed 


The Columbiana Soil & Water 
Conservation Board of Super­ 
visors adopted a resolution at a

banning leg hold traps in Ohio. 
A proposed constitutional 
amendment is slated for the 
November ballot which would 
make it a crime to use a leg 
hold trap or to use any other 
trap which causes continued 
prolonged suffering to animals. 
“ Farm ers in Columbiana 
County and throughout Ohio 
depend on leg hold traps and 
other traps to control muskrats, 
skunks, and other wild animals 
that become severe pests when 
too abundant,” said Robert 
Herold, chairman of the Colum­ 
biana Soil and Water Conserva­ 
tion District. 
These animals become pests 
to farmers when they damage 
field crops and harm crops 
stored on the farm, he said 
Trapping is a way to control the 
pests, he added.

housing Shafizadeh’s firm, and 
that they had ordered him to 
hide the body there after 
reportedly stealing some $1 
million in gems.

He calls his watermelons 
“ monster melons,” and rightly 
so — they tend to grow to the 
size of washtubs. 
In fact, the folks at Guiness 
Book of World Records in their 
1978 edition have certified his 
197-pound watermelon as the 
biggest grown in the world. 


“ Yep, the county agent and 
Congressman L H . Fountain 
stood right here and weighed it 
on official scales,” Weeks said 
proudly. 
Somebody has made an at­ 
tempt to steal some of Weeks’ 
melons too, but dropped them 
in the field. 
“ Too doggone heavy for 
'em," he said. 


Dozens ot gargantuan melons 
have overtaken Weeks’ back 
pasture and they sell for $20 to 
$75 each. But that’s not how 
Weeks makes a living. 
He sells seeds. The

They come to look at 160- 
pound pumpkins the size of 
armchairs, ears of corn 15 
inches long, a peanut the size of 
a small carrot, a 39-pound 
cantaloupe and three-pound 
tomatoes the size of volleyballs. 
“ It’s a challenge, I reckon,” 
Weeks said. 
Weeks started crossing seeds 
as a hobby after watching his 
father develop the process. 
“ Daddy was never interested 
in seeing how big he could go,” 
Weeks said. “ He just had fun 
with it.” 
But Weeks is fascinated with 
his ability to grow giant plants. 
He saves seeds from year to 
year, strategically planting 
larger dnd larger strains which 
are pollinated by bees. He 
mixes his own special brand of 
fertilizer an adheres to a few 
simple growing secrets. 
Watermelons grown from 
Weeks’ seeds have set records 
in Florida and Alabama. A 
Florida man claimed to have 
grown six melons totaling 1,480 
pounds on a single vine from 
Weeks’ seeds. 


COLUMBUS (U P I) - The 
Ohio Legislature Thursday sent 
to Gov. James A. Rhodes a bill 
to lessen the burden of state 
mental 
health 
care 
costs 
charged to parents whose 
depentents are committed to 
state care, provided the parents 
earn less than $15,000 a year. 
Final legislative approval 
came after both chambers 
agreed to a conference commit­ 
tee report. The conference 
committee became necessary 
when Sen. William Bowen, D- 
Cincinnati, inserted an incor­ 
rect amendment on the Senate 
floor during the final hours of a 
hectic legislative day. 
The bill would generate 
between $8 million and $10 
million for the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, mainly 
through an adjustment in how 
the federal government reim­ 
burses the state for state 
mental institution cost. 
Other changes would boost 
the departm ent’s revenues 
about $1.3 million by increasing 
the charged levied on parents 
earning more than $15,000 a 
year. 
Changes to the original bill, 
which was introduced by Rep. 
Myrl Shoemaker, D-Bournevil- 
le, included language which 
would prohibit the state from 
attempting to recover past-due 
charges by putting a lien 
against the home inhabited by 
the parent or relative of the 
dependent under state care. 


Another amendment would 
allow a parent to sue the state 
on grounds that care in a state 
institution was negligently less 
than care which could have 
been provided in a private 
mental institution. 
Treatment costs vary among 
state mental health hospitals 
from as little as $4 a day to $60 a 
day, depending on the extent of 
treatment. 
Senate floor sponsor, Sen. 
Harry Meshel, D-Youngstown, 
said failure to pass the bill 
would mean the continued loss 
of federal funds to Ohio. The 
bill’s changes would increase 
federal medical assistance 
payments to Ohio about $500,000 
a month 


In other action, the Senate 
passed 27-4 and sent to the 
House a bill sponsored by Sen. 
Marigene Valiquette, D-Toledo, 
to provide for a 
hospital 
patients “ bill of rights.” 


The proposed “ bill of rights” 
would require that all hospitals, 
except mental institutions, pro­ 
vide their patients with: 
— The name and speciality of 
the doctor responsible for their 
care. 
— An explanation of all 
hospital charges. 
— Information on financial 
assistance. 
— “ Reasonable” access to 
hospital records. 
— Other standards of care, 
including privacy and the right 
to refuse certain treatment.

A lot of criticisms can be levelled against our 
crazy-quilt income tax system ; but the claim 
that the burden falls disproportionately on lower- 
income people while the rich escape almost 
entirely simply doesn’t stand up to inspection.

Total personal income taxes collected by the 
federal government cam e to $125 billion in 1975. 
Computations by the Tax Foundation, based on 
the Treasury D epartm ent’s latest “statistics of 
income” report, show that 72 per cent of that 
totla was accounted for by only 25 per cent of all 
taxpayers — those earning $15,898 or more. 
The top 10 per cent of taxpayers — those with 
Adjusted Gross Incomes of $23,420 or more — 
picked up the tab for nearly half the total per­ 
sonal income tax bill; and five per cent of the 
taxpayers 
those with AG I of $29,272 or more — 
paid more than one-third of the total 
At the extreme top, 1,149 taxpayers who 
reported incomes of $1 million or more in 1975 


paid an average tax of $1,011,317, says the 
Treasury, or a total of $1.5 billion. 
By contrast, the bottom 50 per cent of tax­ 
payers — those earning $8,930 or less — ac­ 
counted for only seven per cent of total personal 
income tax collections, and the lowest 25 per cent 
— those with AGI of $4,044 or less — paid less 
than one per cent.

The Democratic leader­ 
ship meetings are held every 
week. Individual lawmakers, 
who seek appointments with 
him generally get them. Carter 
has issued a “call me anytime” 
invitation to congressmen and 
senators. 
He also hgs invited all of the 
House Republicans in separate 
groups and Senate Republicans 
to breakfast meetings to talk 
about their problems. Once a 
week, he holds private dinners 
at the White House for a key 
senator or congressman and his 
wife. 
In addition, Carter has lunch 
with an influential legislator 
about once a week in the Oval 
Office. 
Still they treat him like a new 
boy in town “I’ve got a lot to 
learn,” he says often. And they 
appear to agree. 
All of his predecessors going 
back to Harry Truman, with the 
exception of Dwight Eisen­ 
hower, served in the Senate or 
House, or both, and had a feel 
for the “club.” 
Clearly, there has been a 
power shift in Washington after 
years of a strong executive 
branch, foddered by the Viet­ 
nam War which centralized 
decision-making in the White 
House In the dying days of the 
war, Congress took back some 
of its responsibilities in war and 
peace and other m atters. 
Now Carter is in office at a 
time when Congress is feeling 
its power again.

POLLY'S POINTERS 


Polly Cramer 


Has blood stains on carpet 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I have a big problem. My Great 
Dane just had puppies and I am left with blood stains on 
my carpet. Is there anything that will remove these 
stains? — ANNETTE. 
DEAR ANNETTE —The following is recommended 
by one authority. Sponge spots with cold water and then 
apply, with a medicine dropper, a solution made of two 
teaspoons synthetic detergent in two cups of warm water 
that has been stirred vigorously (the amount of suds is 
not important). If a yellow stain appears apply a few 
drops of peroxide and allow to remain for two or three 
minutes. Sponge area with cold water. Blot up as much 
excess moisture as possible with folded cloths or paper 
towels and when applying solution be careful not to use 
so much that it soaks through to the backing. — POLLY.

DEAR POLLY— I take so many flowers to the church, to 
the hospital and to shut-ins that I ran out of containers for 
them I came up with the idea of cutting a gallon-size plastic 
milk jug in two parts. I cut around the center of the jug with 
scissors and then punch holes in the top half. The top half is 
pushed into the bottom half, that is filled with w ater, and the 
flowers are stuck in the holes. —MRS. H.

troversial neutron bomb which 
kills people by radiation while 
minimizing physical damage. 
The House Thursday defea­ 
ted, 297-109, an amendm ent by 
Rep. Theodore Weiss, D-NY, 
which would have deleted funds 
for the weapon from the 1978 
Energy Research and Develop- 
m e n t 
A d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
authorization bill. 
The House then passed the 
$2.6 billion bill by a vote of 330- 
78. The Senate has already 
f 
)assed its version of the 
egislation, which now must go 
to conference for resolution of 
differences in the two versions. 
The Senate has 
alread y 
appropriated funds for develop­ 
ment of the weapon, but with a 
provision that Congress would 
have 45 days to review a 
presidential decision on it. 
President C arter originally 
E 
lanned to decide by Aug. 15, 
ut after beginning consulta­ 
tions with US. allies in Europe 
he delayed any announcement. 
The neutron weapon has been 
conceived by m ilitary scientists 
in the form of a warhead for the 
Lance tactical missile and as 8- 
inch artillery 
shells. 
These 
weapons produce an explosion 
of relatively low yield but high 
radiation, which can penetrate 
tank arm or and deliver a lethal 
dose of radiation to the crews or 
other personnel without killing 
them outright. 
US. and European planners 
think the weapons would be 
useful in built-up Europe where 
m any stru c tu re s m ight be 
destroyed in a conflict. 
But some m em bers 
have* 
seized on the slogan that the 
weapon is "a people killer” 
which degrades the value of 
human life in favor of saving 
property.

audience for him to play up to 
now, no one around to impress 
with his rhetoric, so he was 
uncommonly quiet.

“ I predict this man will be the 
next world champion because 
I ’m gonna retire pretty soon,” 
answered Ali. 
Earnie Shavers may or may 
not become the next world 
champion but you can’t really 
go by what Ali says. He has said 
the same thing about so many 
of his recent opponents. 
“ I was out on my feet,” Ali 
went on. “ I ’m tired. Almost as 
tired as I was in Manila. This 
man was ready. I mean he was 
ready. He hurt me a few times 


and I fought like hell in that 15th 
round. It was do or die I killed 
myself.” 
Suddenly, as if he had just 
turned on some water faucet, 
what he had been thinking 
about as he lay on the rubbing 
table in his dressing room all 
spilled out of Ali. 
“ I feel it in my bones it’s time 
for me to say goodbye,” he 
said. 
“ You mean you're quitting'” ’ 
someone asked him. 
Now he drew back a bit. 
“ I don’t know,” he said. “ I ’ll 
let you know. I can wait for 12 
months and then make the 
decision. I might fight again 
and I might not. I might wait 10 
months and then say I retire.” 
With Ali, you never know 
One thing is sure, though. He is 
coming to the end 
Although he was in trouble in 
the 14th round Thursday night 


when Shavers rocked him with 
punishing right hands to the 
head and body, there was no 
question Ali won the fight 
The referee dnd two judges, 
one of them a woman — for the 
first time in a heavyweight title 
fight 
all had him comfortably 
out in front. Referee Johnny 
Lobianco gave it to Ali 9-5 1 
while the judges, Tony Castel 
lano and Eva Shain, both saw it 
9-6. 
What that meant was that Ali 
had to be knocked out in the 
15th to lose, but that round 
turned out to be his best of the 
fight.

Shavers with some vintage Ali 
combinations that had the 
challenger all but out on his feet 
at the end 
Interestingly, the television 
audience knew exactly how the 
fight was progressing and how 
the judges were scoring

because their

at the end of each round. 
Neither fighter knew it, howe­ 
ver 
Angelo Dundee, Ali's long 
time trainer, had the presence 
of mind to have a runner watch 
the fight on TV in the dressing 
room and relay the scoring to 
him after each round but he 
never told Ali he was ahead 
because he didn’t want him to 
let up. 
Shavers said he thought lie 
had won the fight although his 
claim lacked conviction.

Drawing blood a problem 


helps in some cases. 
Despite all of these efforts 
if a vein is scarred or 
obstructed it is not likely that 
anyone will be successful us­ 
ing that vein. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Is 
there a home remedy you can 
take that will prevent the for­ 
mation of kidney stones? I 
have heard that one teaspoon 
of honey with a tablespoon of 
vinegar daily would do this or 
a can of beer daily was 
recommended by a doctor. My 
husband has had surgery for 
kidney stones. 
DEAR READER - The 
best home remedy in the 
world for kidney stones is to 
drink enough water. Because 
sweating and other factors 
affect how much water you 
need the rule is to drink 
enough liquids to form two 
liters (about two quarts) and 
even better, three quarts of 
urine a day. 
The increased urine flow 
should be maintained evenly 
over the 24 hour period. That 
means drinking water around 
the clock ana a reasonable 
amount before going to bed. 
Specifically using vinegar 
or noney will not prevent a 
kidney stone Depending upon 
the type of stone — what it is 
made of — the doctor may 
wish to give medicine to 
acidify the urine. Beer is 
worse than useless. It con­ 
tains oxalate which is often a 
factor in the formation of 
some types of kidney stones.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
ashamed to complain about 
what is routinely a painless, 
quick and easy process of 
drawing blood, but it isn't true 
in my case. 
Twice a year for six years I 
have endured painful and 
always futile efforts of two 
supposedly 
trained 
technicians trying to get blood 
for thyroid and potassium 
tests. Finally, the doctor has 
to do it himself, using veins 
other than those inside my 
elbows. By that time I am a 
nervous wreck. 
It never gets any better. Is 
there a solution for me? 
DEAR READER - Veins 
that have been used frequent­ 
ly often scar or undergo so 
much thickening and inflam­ 
mation that they are no longer 
useful. In the course of time 
the inflammation subsides 
and some of them open again, 
but some never do When a 
vein undergoes these changes 
blood has to be drawn from 
some other location. In severe 
problems when drawing blood 
or inserting a needle to supply 
fluids or medicine is essential 
it may be necessary to do a 
‘cut down,” meaning cutting 
the skin and surgically expos­ 
ing the vein to be used. 
The pain of a needle punc­ 
ture can be minimized or 
abolished by spraying the skin 
with one of the coolants that 
evaporate on the skin and 
deadens the sensation 
momentarily in that area. The 
veins can be made more 
prominent by using a blood 
pressure cuff around the up­ 
per arm rather than just a 
piece of rubber tubing. The 
pressure on the cuff can be 
adjusted high enough to im­ 
pede flow through the veins, 
causing them to stand out but 
not high enough to block the 
arterial flow into the arm. 
Warm soaks over the skin also
